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I's a Good Wind That Blows Nobody Ill 


AN O’ WAR came out for his first start as a 3-year- 

old on May 18, 1920, in the Preakness Stakes. 

During his 2-year-old season he had never gone to the post 

at odds as good as even money, and twice he had won at 1 

to 10. But Jimmy Rowe still had some good colts in the 

stable, and those who backed Man o’? War on Preakness 
Day got + to 5 for their money. 


With the exception of the Sanford Stakes, in which 
Upset had beaten him the year before, these were the long- 
est odds his supporters ever got. In his next start, the With- 
ers, he was down to 1 to 7.. In the Belmont it was 1| to 25, 
and in the Stuyvesant Handicap it was | to 100. 


Twice more, later in the year, he went to the post at 1 
to 100. And even while Jimmy Rowe was still challenging, 
the odds were never again better than 2 to 9. 


Of course, Man o’ War did most of his running in New 
York, in the days of bookmakers. And when he moved 
outside, to mutuel tracks in other places, there was no to- 
talizator odds-board to give the public three-minute flashes 
which might have tempted longshot playing. 

So it is not possible to know just what the betting pat- 
ten would have been if the totalizator had come along 


before Man o’? War. 


Pot it appears now that we may discover that pattern, 


ora reasonable facsimile. Citation stands in about the same 
position of complete domination as did Man o’ War after 
the Preakness Stakes of 1920. He had caused three minus 
pools in succession before he came to the Kentucky Derby. 
In that race, for some obscure reason, the amazingly liberal 
odds of 2 to 5 were available against Citation and his hith- 
eto unbeaten stablemate, Coaltown. 

But now comes the Preakness Stakes, and there is no 
contestant for Citation’s crown. ‘There is nothing, outside 
his own stable, which appears closer to the champion’s class 
than John P. Grier and Upset were to Man o’ War. The 
owners of other colts can run for second money, or they 
can run for the chance that “something” will happen. Some 
martypants years ago tabulated 150 ways in which a horse 
can lose a race; not even Citation can be immunized against 
all of these. 


The Preakness is about the same race as the Derby. 
After it come the Belmont, the Dwyer, the Classic, the 
American Derby, etc., etc. They are all about the same 
race, except the Belmont Stakes, which is run at the gen- 
uine Derby distance of a mile and a half. Leaving aside 
the Belmont, if you’ve seen one, you’ve seen them all. If 
you win one, in such hands-down fashion as Citation won 
the Derby, you’re supposed to win them all. 

So nearly every manager of a major race track in the 
country has begun figuring what to do in case Citation 
comes his way. They are all in jeopardy of minus pools. 
They are in danger of having their top races ruined by the 
presence of Citation. ‘They are also in danger of having 
their top races ruined by the absence of Citation. And if 
Citation doesn’t get them, Coaltown will. 

We’re not deploring. Not even predicting. Just rum- 
maging around in a strange situation. Racing is funny 
We spend our lives looking for great horses, and 
if we happen to run across one we find he’s a problem. 

We get this feeling every once in a while, especially in 
the few days which follow the Kentucky Derby. The story 
of our racing year in America is written tail-first, with the 
climax in the first chapter. 


business. 


For a while there is a notion 
that the rest of the season is anti-climax. Usually, of course, 
it doesn’t turn out that way. “Something” happens. But 
this time “something” is a longshot. 

One of the difficulties with the American racing scene, 
insofar as 3-year-olds are concerned—and they are the 
darlings of the Turf-—is our notion that a mile and a quarter 
on the first day of May is the last word in proving excel- 
lence. Other countries are running their one-mile classics 
about the same time. Weeks later they come up to their 
Derbys at 1% miles. Then they step up to longer dis- 
tances. We run too many races at the strictly intermediate 
distance of 114 miles, and put too little emphasis on the 
longer ones. 


There should always—or as long as possible—be new 
challenges ahead. If Citation keeps up the lick he has had 
to date, it will take the great international races of foreign 
countries to challenge him.

LOUuISVILLE 


Calumet Farm was notably prominent 
in the Derby. but was just as notably 
absent from the Kentucky Oaks on Fri- 
day. Since the staff of THe BLoopv-Horse 
was ranging Churchill Downs on Derby 
Day. it seems unnecessary to account for 
the race in this department. But earlier 
in the week this visitor. having been trap- 
ped at the same luncheon with Ben Jones. 
demanded an accounting with regard to 
Bewitch and Whirl Some. 

It turned out that both had been set 
back in their spring preparations. though 
not seriously. Bewitch had bucked only 
one shin at two. and just as she was com- 
ing along nicely. bucked the other. Natur- 
ally there isn’t anything serious about it. 
and she’s in work again. 

Whirl Some got blown out of training. 
She was at Keeneland when the plant was 
struck by a windstorm. The stable was 
damaged some. and what with this and 
that. and water blowing in. the filly got 
thoroughly soaked. It wasn’t much of 
a time to dry off a horse. and Whirl Some 
ran a temperature for a few days. Natur- 
ally Ben had to let up on her until she 
recovered, so she isn’t ready yet. 

At the same luncheon was Ernest Shaw, 
the Australian trainer who has Grandpere 
for Mrs. John Payson Adams. and who 
brought his sire and dam over from Aus- 
tralia for Louis B. Mayer. Grandpere has 
one thing in common with Coaltown; he 
had an abscess in his head last year. He 
was running very well as a 2-year-old. 
when he ran into the trouble in late De- 
cember. This practically ruined his train- 
ing. and he was hardly at his best for the 
Derby. “He’s not really up to it.” Shaw 
said. “but Mrs. Adams wants to run in 
the Derby. and at least he’s up to where 
the race won't hurt him.” 

Next thing you know, the Oaks is going 
to have a jinx on it. Last year Cosmic 
Missile ran in it. and though she was 
pounds the best. she got messed around 
and lost it. This year Charlton Clay’s 
Lea Lark seemed the best. too, though 
she isn’t any Cosmic Missile. But she 
went to the first turn between Challe Anne 
and Reigh Belle. though her rider. Mel 
Peterson, knew better. He tried to take 
her back. but she wouldn’t have any. and 
went along in the middle. She got the 
business too, just as Peterson evidently 
had expected. She ran forwardly for 
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Instead of Getting the Oaks 
Lea Lark Got the Business 


awhile, but she perhaps isn’t good enough 
to survive a rough trip and win. 

It may be noted that in the Derby Ar- 
caro took out and let two horses go to the 
turn inside him, just to make sure nothing 
of the sort happened to him. It just shows 
you how much things change. I can re- 
member when no one who didn’t like to 
eat grass would go inside Arcaro. 


RECORD. It was noted last winter in 
Florida, and now again in Kentucky, that 
either we have a set of little gentlemen 
riding in New York or the practice of re- 
cording races on film pays large dividends. 
Anyway, riding in New York is cleaner 
than any I’ve seen any where that that 
the cameras aren't operating. 

The thing works two ways. Anybody 
has had the experience of seeing a thing 
one way and then finding out that nearly 
everyone else saw it another. It’s partly 
because binoculars distort perspective. 
and partly because it is human to err. 
Doubtless this happens to stewards. too. 
When there is nothing to work on except 
a fleeting impression, it’s easy to go the 
wrong way. and a man might very well 
hesitate to set a boy down when the man 
might very well be wrong. But with the 
pictures, any phase of a race can be run 
over and over, backward and forward, and 
stopped for study at critical points, until 
anyone can be pretty sure what happened. 
No steward or patrol judge can watch 
every horse in a big field all the time. and 
it is easy to miss something entirely. But 
cameras don’t. 
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The other factor is psychological. in 
that riders who know that every move js 
being recorded, and will be studied on 
the following day by the stewards, even 
if no foul claim is lodged. just aren't 
going to make many wrong moves. 

The psychology works on turfwriters a 
little. too. Early in the show, this tourist 
was prepared to say. on a couple of occa. 
sions. that the stewards were a set of blind 
mice. But both times. unfortunately, | 
stopped to look at the pictures, and they 
proved the stewards were right. 


PROBLEM. Citation came to the Derby 
off a string of three consecutive minus 
pools, and there was considerable expecta. 
tion that he might create another one 
there. even with straight betting only. On 
the one hand, the Derby has a high per. 
centage of tourists. who will bet odds 
instead of horses. but on the other it has 
a curious tribe who want to bet on the 
winner of the Derby. at whatever price, 
so they can go home and say so. It wasn’t 
clear how these opposite factors would 
work out. 

About the only one who didn’t bother 
much was Colonel Winn. The newspaper- 
men present seemed fretted about it. and 
every now and then they'd go and ask the 
Colonel. He allowed he had seen a whole 
lot more things threaten to happen than 
he'd seen happen. and if a minus _ pool 
came up. he'd pay it. As it turned out, 
it wasn’t close. 

There might have been a few lingering 
doubts about Citation’s superiority before 
the race. Every now and then you'd hear 
somebody say obstinately. as if he were 
arguing with himself. “After all. what 
did he beat that My Request didn’t beat?” 
My answer to this. of course, was “My Re- 
quest.” But you could say that My Re- 
quest had improved since last year, for 
he manifestly had. 

But now there can’t be any argument. 
While Citation holds his form. he’s going 
to beat any 3-year-old field he meets. and 
not many horses are going to run at him. 
Particularly if Coaltown runs coupled with 
him. he’s likely to make a minus pool 
wherever he goes. And in localities which 
make a show pool a requirement in a race 
with five interests—well, It ll better 
than a license to steal. We're going to 
have race tracks ducking. instead of ang- 
ling for, the best 3-year-old of the year.

Chances are. though, that 
won't run for the Preakness. 


Coaltown any good to keep getting beaten. 
The Jones Boys are pretty good at having 
an extra horse on hand. trained just far 
enough that he can be worked a couple of 
times hard and thrown in when a stable- 
mate gets hurt or stales off a bit.

now. 
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Sires of 2-Year-Old Winners Through April 24 


During the period roughly approximat- 
ing the first third of this year, 274 races 
were held for 2-year-olds. They were won 
by 213 horses, which were the offspring 
of 137 different sires. They won $463,- 
663 in first monies. 


In this period Coldstream Stud’s 21- 
year-old stallion *Bull Dog accounted for 
the most money. Four of his crop of 16 
foals (of 1946) won five races and $23,- 
995. They included the stakes winners 
Johns Joy (Duncan F. Kenner Stakes) 
and Mystery Lady (Rosedale Stakes). 

*Bull Dog’s son Eternal Bull was just 
a few hundred dollars behind his sire. The 
young Allen T. Simmons stallion had six 
winners of 11 races and $23.070. (He took 
the lead May 1. See note.) 


Eternal Bull leads in two other cate- 
gories. He is first in number of winners, 
with six, and first in number of wins, 
with 11. The aging Ariel is second in 
number of wins. with eight. *Kahuna and 
Trace Call are second in number of win- 
ners, with five each. *Kahuna is a 12-year- 
old bay horse by *Blenheim 2nd—Solfer- 
ema, by Tetratema. He stands in Cuba, 
whose racing is included the North Ameri- 
can statistics. 

In the following list. which accounts for 
first money only, all racing at all major 
US. tracks is included through April 24. 
The Hipodromo de las Americas, at Mex- 
ico City, is accounted for through April 
22. Agua Caliente, Havana, Phoenix, and 
Sunshine Park are accounted for through 
March 31. 

The list includes the name of the sire, 
in capital letters, and the year in which 
he was foaled. Under this is the name 
of his sire. Then follow the names of his 
winning 2-year-olds, with the names of 
their dams in parenthesis. Stakes winners 
are designated by a dot (®). 

Where a 2-year-old has won more than 
one race. the total number of wins appears 
after the parenthesis. If no number ap- 
pears. he has won just one race. 

The columns show. left to right. the 
number of registered foals (F) of each sire 
in 1946, the number of 2-year-old winners 
(W). the number of races won (R). and 
total earnings for first place.

Citation Pedigree Un-American, 
But It Has Universal Class 


When Whirlaway won the sixty-seventh 
Kentucky Derby on May 3, 1941, the son 
of *Blenheim 2nd raised his earnings to 
$145.326. When I passed Ben Jones in 
the club house restaurant a half hour 
later. the Wizard of Ozflesh said, “He’s 
just now getting good. He's not quite 
ready yet.” 


It was Whirlaway’s twenty-fourth start. 


eleventh win. He had seemed _ ready 
enough that day. He had won by eight 
lengths. run the last quarter in 23%5 


seconds (probably the fastest ever run in 
a 114-mile race), and set a new track 
record of 2:01 2/5, even though he had 
no need to hurry, since he was eight 
lengths in front at the finish. (The track 
had been heavily watered and packed hard 
with rollers. It has not been so fast for 
any subsequent Derby.) 


Whirlaway went on to set a new world 
record for earnings—$561.161, the last 
$250 of it added when he was a 5-year-old. 

There is no reason to suppose, at this 
point. that Citation is inferior to Whirla- 
way in any respect. except that his tail is 
shorter. For the son of Bull Lea the Der- 
by was the seventeenth start, fifteenth win. 
It raised his earnings to $331,30. 

Citation has now earned nearly 2.3 
times as much as Whirlaway had at the 
same stage of his career. He appears 
quite as sound as Whirlaway, and much 
less of a psychiatric problem. Before him 
lie the richest stakes in history. There

is no hurry to get him back to Calumet 
Farm. which is already well stocked with 
Citation, though he is 
still $486.730 away. is the heir apparent 
to Stymie’s money-winning leadership. 

I remember that on the way home from 
the Kentucky Derby of 1931 I stopped at 
Shelbyville for a cup of coffee and added 
up the prospective earnings of Twenty 
Grand, one of the great horses of the cen- 
tury. A week later he was beaten in the 
Preakness Stakes by Mate. He carried 
on to other notable victories, but injuries 
dimmed his glory. Sterility blacked out 
his name in pedigrees. Today only the 
stubborn old codgers like me would think 
of calling Citation the best since Twenty 
Grand (or Equipoise. or Count Fleet). in- 
stead of the best since Man o’ War. 

So we don’t count Citation’s million un- 
til it is hatched. But this week, while 
the prospect of it burns bright, we may re- 
examine his breeding to discover how 
Warren Wright came by this paragon. 


MEASURE. The mirror-image pedi- 
gree which accompanies the text is de- 
signed to show, in broad approximation, 
the class of Citation’s ancestors. Most 
frequently the worth of the ancestors 
shows through in their own performance. 
In other cases, it has been revealed only 
through the performance of their progeny. 

Ordinarily these two tests—racing class 
of the individual and racing class of its 


progeny—are the principal keys to the 
value of a pedigree. But not everything 
can be crowded into the range of this 
standard. Sometimes, as in the case of 
*Thankful Blossom (Bull Lea’s third 
dam), there is nothing but relationship to 
other good racers or ancestors. Some. 
times, as in the case of Tout Suite (dam 
of Hurry On), there is neither class nor 
progeny test nor excellent relationship. 


But in general the pedigree of Cita. 
tion, like that of most top-class horses, re- 
veals how close the breeder must stick to 
well proved merit. He may luckily come 
upon extreme class without visible means 
of ancestral support, as in the case of 
Hurry On, a huge. magnificent horse which 
raced only at three and was unbeaten, 
When this happens, pedigree becomes su- 
perfluous; Hurry On himself becomes the 
only entity worth considering. 


THE PARENTS. Mr. Wright bought 
*Hydroplane 2nd from Lord Derby’s stud 
in 1941, the year his Derby winner Pen- 
sive, by Hyperion, was foaled at Calumet 
Farm. He guessed at her value principally 
on the good record of her parents. She 
finished second twice in fair company. 
Her racing record, though short and in- 
conclusive, was not enough to indicate 
that her progeny would include such a 
one as Citation. But to do our second- 
guessing it is necessary to go no further 
than her parents. 

Bull Lea, Citation’s sire, had proved his 
merit tentatively through his own class, 
had verified it through progeny test before 
he got the remarkable crop of foals in 
which Citation, Coaltown, and Bewitch 
are included. 

Usually, when a horse has been so suc- 
cessful as Bull Lea, one expects him to 
have two good parents. He has them. 
*Bull Dog has been one of the most suc- 
cessful sires in the history of American

racing, and his sons and daughters are 
showing extreme prepotency. 

The dam of Bull Lea showed very good 
promise, but actually did not race well, 
finishing unplaced in all her six starts. 
Neither was her pedigree extraordinary. 
Only her offspring showed her merit.

Another Shutout in the Derby 


After the Kentucky Derby a woman in 
the bleachers section snarled at her hus- 
band: “Ev’ body knowed Citation was gonna 
win, but you thought you was so smart!” 
He answered: “Them what 
didn’t git much.” 

But the 74th Kentucky Derby couldn’t 
be capsuled quite that neatly: Trainer 
Ben Jones got his fourth Kentucky Derby 
winner. Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm 
got its third. Jockey Eddie Arcaro got his 
fourth. The bettors got a very liberal 40 
cent profit on every $2 win ticket. And 
the Belmont Futurity—Derby Trial super- 
stition got mangled. 

Inevitability was not listed as a starter 
at Churchill Downs on Derby day, so a 
crowd of 70,000 or more came out to see 
what might happen to Calumet’s Coal- 
town and Citation, which had been rated 
the biggest cinch since Bimelech. But 
what happened to Bimelech didn’t happen 
to Citation and Coaltown. No Gallahad- 
ion lurked behind them. 


To a reviewer, the Derby seemed to go 
in two sections. There were Citation and 
Coaltown in the main event, and My Re- 
quest, Billings, Grandpere. and Escadru 
in the afterlude. And it went at two dist-

ances: the intramural event between the 
Calumet colts lasted just a couple of 
jumps farther than a mile. The next sec- 
tion took the last quarter to decide. 

When the starting bell rang, Citation 
and Coaltown came out as if catapulted 
(see photo at bottom of this page). In 
another stride or so, Jockey N. L. Pierson 
had Coaltown off to a clear lead. To get 
his mount off in front was his mission 
and his main hope of winning. 

Eddie Arcaro, on Citation, played it 
differently. Once away from the stalls, he 
straightened out his mount, snugged him, 
let Billings, Escadru, and Grandpere have 
the shorter path along the rail. Arcaro 
was not being fenced in. 

My Request was last. It seemed to be 
Douglas Dodson’s startegy to keep Cita- 
tion in his sights, let the pace take care 
of Coaltown. 

Thus the field rounded the far turn. 
Coaltown in front by perhaps four lengths. 
Grandpere second, close to the rail. Then 
the blaze-faced Billings, and Maryland’s 
hope, Escadru. Citation also was in the 
third flight, running alongside Billings 
and Escadru. My Request held a bead 
on Citation. 


On the back side Coaltown still had 
the speed that had won the Bluegrass 
Stakes from post to post. He showed no 
sign of stopping. Arcaro knew Citation 
in terms of Grandpere. Billings. Escadru, 
and My Request. because he was running 
with them. But neither he nor anyone 
could know at this stage whether Coal. 
town was going to slow up. And he was 
leading by about six lengths. 

So Arcaro let out a reef and drew away 
from his running mates. Dodson sent 
My Request alongside Billings. Midway 
down the backstretch, with half a mile to 
go, Citation was about three lengths behind 
Coaltown, three lengths ahead of Billings 
and My Request. 

Slowly Citation gained on Coaltown, 
Going into the far turn he was within 
touching distance. When they reached the 
quarter-pole, they were running as a team 
(see cover and photo on page 288). Ci- 
tation drew clear. evidently was the 
stronger of the two, but Arcaro “spanked” 
him, just to make sure. Then he looked 
back, saw that the others were “too drunk 
to cause us any trouble,” hand-rode to a 
31%-length victory. 

Pierson, also aware of possible danger 
from behind, looked back, saw nothing 
to be afraid of, shook his whip in front of 
Coaltown’s nose, came home with three 
lengths to spare over My Request. 

It was between the third horse and Bil- 
lings that the most strenous race had been. 
My Request was able to dispose of Grand- 
pere and Escadru on the backstretch, but 
he met a tough and determined colt in 
Billings. From the time they drew even, 
halfway down the back side, until they 
were well down the home stretch, the sleek

back when Grandpere bore out. My Request also was bothered at the start, but he quickly recovered stride. 
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Grandpere moved to second place as Coaltown showed the way past the grandstand. Arcaro eased Citation to al- 


low the field to settle, avoiding pockets. Grandpere went to second place, Billings and Escadru moved to the rail. 


Walmac chestnut battled with everything 
he had against the winner of the Wood. 
At ‘the end he went under by 1% lengths. 


ODDS AND ENDS. At about 3:30 on 
the morning of the Derby, it began to rain. 
Ben Jones thought it might be raining 
monkey wrenches. “I didn’t feel so sure 
alter that rain came up,” he confessed 
later. 

Coaltown ran over the first eight fur- 
longs of the sloppy track as if he were 
skimming along on pontoons. His early 
fractions were :1215, :23°45, :34%5, :4634, 
1:2485, 1:38. (The time 
for six furlongs in Whirlaway’s record 
Derby of 2:0125 was 1:1135. over a fast 


track.) Citation rounded out the last two 
furlongs in 1:5125, 2:0525. The time by 
furlongs: :12Y5, :1145. :1234, 
1215, :13%5. :1324, :1324, :14. The six 


furlongs was the fastest shown in Derby 
charts since fractional times first were re- 
ported, in 1903. However, the time for 
six furlongs is not given for Meridian’s 
Derby in 1911. Time of this race was 
2:05, over a fast track. 

Ben Jones now is on even terms with 


H. A. (Derby Dick) Thompson, who sad- 


drel the winners Behave Yourself, Bubb- 
ling Over. Burgoo King, and Brokers 
Tip for the late Col. E. R. Bradley. Jones 
saddled Lawrin for Herbert M. Woolf's 
Woolford Farm, and Whirlaway. Pensive, 
and Citation for Calumet Farm. 

Arcaro now holds the record for riding 
Kentucky Derby winners with Lawrin, 
Whirlaway, Hoop. Jr., and Citation. And 
as Red Smith of the New York Herald- 
Tribune remarked, he also is the only 
jockey to win a Derby while under bail. 
This uncontemplated honor resulted from 
an argument with a traffic cop the night 
before the Derby. Arcaro finished second. 

A year or so ago it was announced that 
Ben Jones would curtail his activities as 
a trainer in favor of his son, Horace Allyn 
(Jimmy) Jones, who would assume a 
larger role with the Calumet racing stable. 
Jimmy undoubtedly has taken on a bigger 
share of the training job since then, but 
Ben’s hand has been easily apparent. 

When the stable was split this spring, 
however, Ben brought Coaltown to Keene- 
land, and devoted his craftsmanship to 
the training of the son of Bull Lea—Easy 
Lass. After the Blue Grass Stakes, there 
was no doubt as to his effectiveness. But 


Jimmy was equally industrious with Ci- 
tation in Maryland. He trained him for 
his second in the Chesapeake Trial and 
for his win in the Chesapeake Stakes, 
shaped him for Churchill Downs and the 
Derby. Then he passed the baton to his 
father. 

After eyeing a succession of minus pools 
at Havre de Grace, occasioned by heavy 
betting on Calumet horses, and after feel- 
ing a $5.490 minus-pool twinge when Ci- 
tation galloped off with the Derby Trial, 
the Downs management decided against 
place and show betting on the big race, 
though five separate ownerships were rep- 
resented. 

Newspapermen and others acquainted 
with the Churchill Downs financial state- — 
ment did not deplore, but could not ap- 
plaud the decision. The track had ended 
its fiscal year on February 29 with assets 
listed at $7.200,110. Of this, $2,309,984 
was cash, another million was in Govern- 
ment bonds. 


The betting went like this: Calumet 
entry, $410,420; My Request, $120,763; 
Escadru, $71,493; Billings, $37,173; 
Grandpere, $30,984. Total: $670,883.

Another Doubter 
On Impregnation 


A symposium on the practice 
of impregnating broodmares after 
natural service was opened, in 
Tue Broop-Horse of April 3, 
by Paul Ebethardt, manager of 
Calumet Farm. Mr. Ebelhardt 
was “distrustful of the abuse of 
it.” In Tue Broop-Horse of 
April 17 Charles A. Kenney, 
manager of Coldstream Stud, cast 
a positive vote in favor of routine 
impregnation. In the next issue 
A. S. Hewitt lined up with the 
doubters. 

The following notes appear 
here unsigned, at the writer’s re- 
quest. They are from one of the 
country’s most experienced and 
best known stud farm managers. 


Thus far the discussion has 
been confined to laymen. Veteri- 
narians and research men are, of 
course, welcome to participate. 


I was pleased to note in your columns 
the open discussion on impregnation. The 
comments of Messrs. Ebelhardt, Kenney, 
and Hewitt were most interesting. | would 
prefer not to bring my own name into 
the discussion, but here are a few notes 
and impressions which may be added to 
the record. 

I have never proven to my own satis- 
faction just how far one should go in this 
line. and have no wish to influence the 
opinion of others. However, I share Mr. 
Ebelhardt’s belief that through exchange 
of information and opinion we may gain 
something of value to all of us. 

Years ago. when I managed a farm with 
over 50 mares, we did little impregnating 
for 20 years and we got a higher percent- 
age of the mares in foal than we did the 
last five years, when, like nearly everyone 
else, we impregnated most of our mares. 

We never impregnated maiden or nine- 
day mares. One year we had 16 maiden 
and barren mares, got 15 of them with foal 
before March 15. The sixteenth one was 
in training as late as January 1, so was 
not in good condition. She was bred the 
latter part of March and again April 16, 
got with foal from the April service. None 
of these were impregnated, 

I like to breed a normal mare once or 
twice without impregnating unless it is 
towards the end of the season, when the 
time is short and you can’t have any sec- 
ond chances. If I have a mare that has 
had some slight infection and has to have 
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time to clean up, I would not think of im- 
pregnating her when she is bred, as I think 
it increases the chances of continuing the 
infection. 

When the top veterinarians recommend 
this practice it must be all right, but I 
still think it is overdone. If a mare is 
in perfect condition and the neck of the 
cervix is not twisted or placed too high 
up or too iow, and she is bred in the first 
three days of her normal heat period to a 
stallion that is not overworked, I believe 
she will conceive just as readily as if im- 
pregnated. 

I believe that many of the stallions are 
booked to more mares than they can 
handle, and if a mare is bred to them when 
they are overworked they will get a small 
per cent in foal regardless of what is 
done during the service. Most of the good 
stallions are booked to 40 mares and many 
of them would do a lot better with 30. 
Some should have less. With a book of 
40 mares a stallion seldom gets a day’s 
rest in the busy part of the breeding sea- 
son, and many have to be doubled to keep 
up. I have handled good stallions that 
could not stop their mares if given over 
five covers a week. 

When the stallion is overbooked the 
owner of the mare may not get to breed 
his mare until she has been in season 
four or five days, which doesn’t help the 
chances of the mare getting with foal, 
whether or not she is impregnated. If 
I could send a mare to one of these busy 
stallions when he has had a day’s rest I 
would not worry about impregnating. 

I have just read Mr. Hewitt’s very good 
article on the subject. He notes that in his 


own stud, impregnation has been associa- 
ted with an increased number of twins. 
I have never noticed that we got more 
twins from impregnated mares than from 
others. Our records did not show that im- 
pregnation was associated with any in- 
crease in the number of infected foals. 


NINE AND FIFTY-NINE 


When E. P. Taylor's Transfluent wan 
the third race at Jamaica on April 29, for 
2-year-old maiden colts and geldings, he 
was continuing an unbroken run of win- 
ners for his dam, Transformation, by 
Transmute. 

The 2-year-old son of Fenelon, bred by 
Puckety Farm and sold for $15,500 at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1947, was the 
ninth foal and ninth winner for Transfor- 
mation. It was the 59th win accredited 
to the offspring of the mare, including the 
1947 Schuylerville Stakes winner Spats. 

Puckety Farm will have a yearling filly 
by *Rhodes Scholar—Transformation in 
the 1948 Keeneland Summer Sales. 


BATTLEFIRE AT STUD 


The 6-year-old brown horse Battlefire 
has been retired to stud at Ray Anken- 
bauer’s Meadow Crest Farm, Versailles.

He was foaled 
March 22, 1942, at the late Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Farm, Lexington. At two he raced for 
Colonel Bradley.

In March, 1945, at three, he was sold to J. K.

Laurence A. Railey

TRACKS AND MEETINGS 
Wider Distribution 
At Chicago Tracks 


The Arlington Park and Washington 


Park Jockey Clubs have announced a 
stakes and purse program for their sum- 
mer meetings on a par with last year’s $2.- 
500.000 aggregate. But. though the total 
money offered for the 67 day co-ordinated 
meetings remains the same, the value of 
the stakes program has been reduced $95.- 
600 in favor of a higher range of purses 
for horses in the overnight events. Some 
of these races will be worth as much as 
$10.000. 

The Quickstep and Elementary Stakes 
and the Chicago Handicap, which last 
year carried a total valuation of $65,000. 
have been dropped from the schedule. The 
Skokie. Domino. Grassland, Sheridan. and 
Great Western Handicaps, and ‘the Dick 
Welles and Misty Isle Stakes have each 
been reduced $5.000. The Clang Handi- 
cap has had its added money increased 
from $20.000 to $25.000. Total added 
monies for the two meetings comes to 
$980.600. 

The elimination of the Elementary 
Stakes leaves nine added-money events 
for the 2-vear-olds. all with the same value 
as last year. 

Fillies and mares again will have ten 
stakes designed for them exclusively. Only 
one of these. the Misty Isle, has had a 
decrease in value. 

The American Derby at Washington 
Park, with $60,000 added, tops the sched- 
ule of the combined meetings as the 
most valuable offering. This race will 
probably have a gross value of close to 
$90.000. The Arlington and Washington 
Park Futurities are expected to gross ap- 
proximately $80,000 each. The Lassie 
Stakes will probably gross around $60.000. 
and it is expected that the Princess Pat 
Stakes will be worth in the neighborhood 
of $58,000. 

The handicap horses again will have as 
their objectives the Stars and Stripes, 
Arlington, and Washington Park Handi- 
caps. each with $50.000 added. 

The Clang Handicap. a feature of the 
Arlington Park meeting last year, will 
be the opening stakes of the Washington 
Park meeting this season. 


Conditions and distances of all the 
stakes offered are the same as last year 
with the exception of the Primer Stakes. 
which has been reduced from 6 furlongs 
to 514. the Skokie Handicap. reduced 
from 7 furlongs to 6; and the Pollyanna
